last night. 
So ft, fo amy suds, quite 
like the detergent suds pro ­ 
duced in a washer, lay o v er 
a wide ex panse o f the riv er 
just belo w the Public Serv ­ 
ice Co . dam. 
The fo am, so me o f which 
was carried by the wind in­ 
to the do wnto wn sectio n, 
was judged to be fiv e and 
six feet deep in so me sec­ 
tio ns. 
Ap p arently it began forming 
abou t 9 p .m. and rem ained on 
the riv er after mid night. Last 
night s snowstorm “ killed " the 
su d s and this morning there was 
little sign of the formations. 
Hu nd red s Watch 
The u nu su al sight d rew hu n­ 
d red s to the riv er bank and 
many stood on the Galena Av e­ 
nu e brid ge to watch the show. 
Some rem arked that the v iew 
remind ed them of a fairy land . 
Others 
p eering 
d own 
on 
the 
strange sight from a v antage 
p oint on the brid ge said it mad e 
them feel they were abov e the 
clou d s. 
There was no clear-cu t ex p lan­ 
ation of the occu rrence. Some 
said a factory mu st hav e d u mp ­ 
ed a 
d etergent-like ingred ient 
into the riv er water u p stream 
and when it reached the falls 
below the d am it was chu rned 
into billowy su d s. 
Others rev ealed that they had 
observ ed small formations of the 
su d s in small stream s entering 
Rock Riv er. This su ggested that 
the foam resu lted from a chem ­ 
ical ap p lied to farm field s, p er­ 
hap s a fertilizer, and washed in­ 
to the Rock Riv er by y esterd ay ’s 
rains. 
There were q u ip s, jokes, and 
tongu e-in-cheek ex p lanations for 
it all among those who watched . 
Bu t whatev er it was. it mad e 
q u ite a show for the sp ectators. 
Occasionally a gu st of wind 
wou ld rip p le throu gh the su d s, 
send ing snow-ball size wad s of it 
d rifting ov er Dix on's bu siness 
section.

The bod ies of a m an and woman 
were fou nd near Millstad t. Illinois 
state p olice id entified them as Mr. 
and Mrs. W alter Freese. 
Sev eral p ersons were rep orted 
missing 
in 
Su mmerfield 
where 
rescu e workers were d elay ed be­ 
cau se 
the 
two 
fire 
d ep artment 
searchlights 
av ailable 
were

p owerfu l enou gh 
to search the 
wreckage. 
Sam Baer, chief of the v o lunteer 
fire d ep artm ent at Summerfield, 
said the storm cam e from the 
sou thwest. 
“ I thou ght it was ju st a train,’* 
B aer said . The Baltimore A Ohio 
Railroad ru ns throu gh the town. 
The bod y of Dick Bu tler, 14-v ear- 
old Su mmerfield high school fresh­ 
man. was fou nd in his bed . Que 
Ganz. abou t 6 0. was fou nd dead 
in a field 50 feet from his d emol­ 
ished hou se. The other v ictim at 
Su mmerfield was id entified as Liz­ 
zie Kru mmery . who was in her 8 0s. 
Ten p ersons were rep orted inju r­ 
ed seriou sly . 


15 Hou se* Destroy ed 
Fifteen hou ses and the towns 
fire station with its emergency 
eq u ip ment, were d estroy ed . Dam­ 
age to other hou ses v aried . Su m­ 
merfield was cu t off from ou tsid e 
commu nication by the tornad o and 
the p ower was off. 
After leav ing Su mmerfield , the 
storm swu ng to the east and scat­ 
tered tangled wires and d ebris 
along fiv e miles of U S. Highway 
50. 
The storm nex t hit Trenton, a 
town of 1,500 fiv e miles east of 
Su mmerfield . There d amage was 
heav y , bu t no d eaths were rep ort­ 
ed . 
The boy killed ju st sou th of East 
St. Lou is. 111., was Willard Hollo- 
way Jr. His p arents and sister 
Sharon. 2, were inju red when their 
hou se fell ap art. 
Most of the resid ents of Su m­ 
merfield were asleep when the 
tornad o hit shortly after i a ni, 
CST.
